In 1965, the President stated that he wanted every Department and large 
agency of the Government to have at least one of its most promising young 
executives in the annual Congressional Fellowship program. We now are 
inviting nominations for 1967-68 Fellowships. 

The Fellowship program, conducted in cooperation with the American 
Political Science Association, runs for nine months. The program 
jjiQlnd.es an orientation period from mid— November to January followed 
by full-time four month assignments in both the House and Senate. 

While pursuing these assignments, the Fellows continue to participate 
in a reading and seminar program. 

As a result of the rigorous selection process, the quality of the Fellows 
is very impressive . Of the 59 nominations submitted oy agencies last 
year, 23 were selected by the Congressional Fellowship Advisory Commit- 
tee. The year before, 17 Fellows were selected from 40 nominees. 

Universally favorable reports on the program have been received iron 
Members of Congress, agency managers and the Fellows themselves. It 
has been viewed as an invaluable developmental experience in preparat/iOii 
for top executive positions. 1 

I hope that you will nominate at least one of those promising young 
executives you are grooming for higher responsibility in your organ- 
ization.
